The author has long been of opinion, that the attention 
of young children may be directed to scripture history with 
great advantage. It is easily understood, very engaging, 
and full of instruction. Perhaps there is no way, in which 
moral 'and religious information can be conveyed to the 
. young mind more clearly and impressively, thsfn by in- 
teresting passages of sacred history! How often have chil- 
dren had their attention fixed, and their minds delighted, in 
hearing from parental lips an account of Noah, ot Joseph, 
of Moses, of Gide n, of Samson, of Samuel, of David, of 
Elijah, of Daniel, of Jesus, &c. lie. How beneficial the 
knowledge and impressions, mat have been gained in this 
way ' 

It is necessary that children should have some acquaint, 
ance with scripture history, in order to understand other 
parts of the Bible, to profit by sermons, which they hear, 
and religious. books, which they read. 

The business of learning' the lessons of history, which 
God has revealed for our instruction, is so great, so inter- 
esting, and so important, that it can hardly be begun too 
early: As soon therefore as the child can speak intelligi- 
bly, the tender parent or'aflfectionate friend may begin the 
delightful task of teaching. For those, who are very young, 
some of the easiest questions and answers may be selected 
from this Catechism For children more than five years 
old it may be best in general to learn the Primer through 
in course * 

Care must be taken however not to overstrain or burden 
the tender mind, lest you weaken it, or occasion a disrelish 
for your instructions. Ask your child a few questions at 
first. Encourage him , when he answers well; and cheerful - 
ly tell him , when he fails. Endeavor to make him consider 
your instructions a privilege, and render them as pleasing 
as possible. After asking him a few questions, talk about 
them familiarly, and relate to him the whole story, of 
which they may constitute a part.

3. To understand a difficult pas- 
sage, endeavor to know the mean- 
in* of every word and phrase. 
For this purpose, a common die- 
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tionary may be useful, Brown'i 
Dictionary of the Bible, or Cru- 
dertfs, or Butterworth's Concor- 
dance, is still better. 

4. To understand a difficult pas- 
sate, endeavor to ascertain the 
particular occasion, or reason, of 
it* being spoken, or written. 

&. Consider the particular sub- 
ject upon which the sacred writer 
u treating. This may generally 
be ascertained, by reading what 
precedes or follows the passage. 

6. Endeavor to understand his- 
torical events alluded to. 

7. Consult parallel passages, or 
those which treat upon the same 
subject in other parts of the Bible. 
The marginal references of Scott 
may be of great advantage in 
pursuing this method. A Con- 
cordance, and also Gaston's Col- 
lections, may be of use for the 
same object. 

& Endeavor to ascertain what 
expressions are figurative, and 
what they import. Many pas- 
sages are obviously figurative- 
others are as manifestly literal 
Of others, it may be difficult to de- 
cide. The general rule, which good 
men have adopted, is to consider 
sui expression figurative, when H 
would be manifestly absurd, or 
contrary to the general tenor of 
scripture, to consider it literal. 

9. To understand difficult pro- 
phetic passages, pay particular 
attention to the symbols and pro- 
phecies, that are explained in the 
Bible, and to the explanations 
there given. Gen. 15c 12, 13 and 
37^— fl and 40:1—33 and 41:1-^

bibed the strange idea, that no 
prophecy can be understood, till 
its accomplishment.

It is much worse 
to adopt a false interpretation of 



a passage, than to remain entirely 
doubtful of its meaning. False 
interpretations represent God as 
saying what he does not say, and 
seem to be a kind of adding to his 
word. Rev. 22:18. 

11. Wo should guard against 
assigning to any passage a spirit- 
ual meaning that does not belong 

1& We should faithfully im- 
prove the helps, which God affords 
us, for understanding the scrip- 
tures. The most common df these 
helps are parents, ministers^each- 
ers, friends and religious books. 
Some persons are fearful of avail- 
ing themselves of some of these 
aids, lest they should be led into 
error. Are not such in still great- 
er danger of being led astray by 
their own imaginations^prejudi- 
ces, passions and seltaufficienoy ? 
The wisest and safest way must 
be, to use such aids as God is 
pleased to afford us ; not indeed 
to adopt implicitly the opinions 
of others; out to weigh every 
thing in the balance of the sanc- 
tuary, and judge for ourselves 
what is truth anB what is duty. 
- The greatest use of commenta- 
ries is for occasional consulta- 
tions. In Henry and Scott, how- 
ever, we may find it profitable to 
road whole chapters and whole 
books. 

Scott's Marginal References are 
probably the beat aid, which hu- 
man learning and ingenuity have 
yet furnished, for understanding 
the scriptures. It is deeply to be 
regretted, that they are so little 
used by those who possess them. 
A great reason may be the labor 
of finding the passages referred 
to.

This me- 
thod may be used once or twice a 
day. either at table, or devotional 
exercises. There is perhaps no 
better method for fixing in the 
mind the most important facts 
recorded in the Bible.

A ticket consists of 
two parts;- ono part mentions the 
book and chapter, and the other* 
the contents or principal subject. 
One part may be written upon 
one side of the ticket, and the 
other upon the other The fol-

This will aid 
all other methods, and receive aid 
from them. If at any time a pas- 
sage is particularly impressed 
upon the mind, we should, if pos- 
sible, devote a little time to medi- 
tating upon it. 



22. Take some subject, aa da 
pravity, regeneration, faith, re- 
pentance, humility, patience, the 
general judgment, etc. and collect 
as many passages as possible, 
that appear to relate to that sub- 
ject.

23. It may be of very great ad- 
vantage to write dissertations hi 
answer .to such questions as the 
following: What is the scriptural 
account of Abraham? Jacob? 
Joseph?' Job? Moses? Idolatry? 
the Sabbath? Regeneration? fee 
etc. 

- 24. It may be of unspeakable 
utility for 6 or 8 persons to unite 
in a society, to aid each other is 
pursuing the most, eligible ma 
thods of studying the scriptures. 

25»..The method of learning an- 
swers to such questions as. IP 
Dowell's, Cummings's, Lancojnte, 
&c. is undoubtedly excellent. And 
the method of Bible Class instruc- 
tion is probably better stilLwhere 
teachers and pupils are sufficient- 
ly advanced. 

It is by no means recommended, 
that any person should attempt 
to pursue all these methods at 
the same time.' Some of them 
may be best pursued at one time, 
and some at another. If eaerson 
can devise a method, that he re- 
gards as preferable to these, that 
may be the best for him. In or- 
der to succeed in any method, we * 
should embrace it with fondness, ' 
and pursue it with persevering 
ardor. Much more depends upon 
this than upon what method we 
adopt.
